Don  i:«rsr  Mel  scfcitiifio  jimruaL.  and 
aume  of  the  daily  psjrera  also,  have,  of 
feVo,  bt'i'ii  discussing  the  subject  of  Athle¬ 
tic  aporu  The  New  York  Time*,  particu¬ 
larly,  Uaa  published  several  strong  arti 
did;  urging  young  men  to  turn  their  at- 
tioo  to  athletic  exercise  in  the  open  air. 
This  effort  has  already  resulted,  in  New 
York,  10  ths  formation  of  clubs  for  playing 
loot-ball  sod  other  games  requiring  vigor¬ 
ous  exertion.  Our  young  men  aro  begin¬ 
ning  to  realise  the  fact  that,  though  many 
Uaa  opjcimene  of  manhood  are  frequently 
aeen  in  the  country,  yet  es  a  race  we  are 
inferior  to  the  English  and  < lemmas.  In 

ear  cities  and  their  environs,  there  is  a 
eooHtantly  increasing  class  of  men,  who 
either  drop  off  suddenly  under  the  strain 
and  confinement  of  badness,  or  break 
down  while  still  in  the  prime  of  life,  and 
drag  oat  s  miserable  existence  during  the 
rant  of  their  days.  Such  men  do  not  ac- 
octfnpl'sh  one-half  their  allottel  work,  nor 
dntw  from  life  a  tithe  of  the  enjoyment  to,  t 
which,  by  nature,  they  are  entitl'd. 

All  aodentsry  occupations  are  injurious 
to  the  health,  both  directly  and  indirectly ; 
directly,  because  they  cramp  the  body, 
and  confine  it  in  an  unnatural  position  ; 
indirectly,  fro*  the  laek  of  free  air  and 
exercise.  How  to  counteract  these  tenden¬ 
cies.  and  preserve  health,  is  a  matter  for 
grave  consideration.  It  is  time,  in  this  age 
and  country,  for  people  to  know  something 
about  their  bodid ;  what  they  are.  and 
what  will  keep  them  in  good  order,  and 
what  will  injure  them.  A  large  part  of  a 
man’s  enjoyment  in  this  life,  depends  on 
the  state  of  his  physical  system.  Morals 
exoeptod,  there  if  nothing  of  greater  im¬ 
portance  than  bodily  health  ;  it  is  not  sec¬ 
ond  to  oven  intellectual  vigor.  For  of 
what  a*e  is  an  edoented  tniiid,  hardened 
with  a  suffering  body?  Bat  comparison 
is  not  U'-eessary  ;  intellectual  and  physical 
education  should  go  hand  in  hand.  And 
yet,  just  here,  there  is  a  fundamental  error 
in  onr  educational  systems.  The  institu 
Hons  where  suitable  provision  has  been 
made  to  supply  this  wont,  are  so  few  as  to 
be  only  exceptions  to  the  general  state¬ 
ment.  Sometimes  a  gymnasium  is  built, 
»ud  the  students  are  left  to  use  it  or  not,  as 
best  suits  them.  Where  exiroisa  is  requir¬ 
ed,  and  instructors  engaged,  the  study  of 
physiology  is  often  omitted.  A  knowledge 
at  this  subjeoft,  which  should  be  amongst 
the  earliest  studies  of  ohildhood.  is  almost 
altogctheroondnad  to  the  liberally  educat¬ 
ed  ;  and  of  these  only  a  few  know  anything 
about  it,  The  most  lamentable  fact  con¬ 
nected  with  tbejmatteris,  that  men  are  sat¬ 
isfied  to  remain  ignorant.  Teachers  are 
not  altogether  to  blame  ;  moat  parents  op¬ 
pose  their  children  studying  physiology, 
and  give  no  attention  to  it  for  themselves. 

It  is  tuuqht  in  but  few  schools,  and  in  them 
to  qnly  a  small  proportion  of  the  pupils. 
Our  public  lecturers,  who  are  supposed  to 
know  the  popular  taste,  treat  ns  to  every 
conceivable  thing —historical  an.l  biogra¬ 
phical,  literary  aod  scientific,  instructive 
and  entertaining  ;  even  lost  arts  and  dead 
languages  are  discussed  before  admiring 
crowd*.  Bnt  not  a  corporal’s  guard  will 
attend  a  course  of  lectures  on  the  structure 
of  man’s  body  and  the  laws  of  health.  It 
la  a  cnnve  of  thanksgiving  that  the  Press 
ha*  entered  the  field  with  so  much  ze  d. 

Any  one  who  has  over  thought  at  all, 
must  have  learned  that  certain  things  are 
seaentisl.to  health.  Food  and  sleep,  most 
persons  will  acknowledge,  ore  requisite ; 
and  yet  without  much  thought  as  to  the 
kind  and  quantify.  As  regards  air,  there 
is  more  ignorance  or  sin,  or  both,  than 
about  any  other  matter  pertaining  to 
health.  One  of  the  plainest  facts  connect¬ 
ed  with  warm-blooded  animals,  is  that  they 
require  a  constant  supply  of  pure 
otherwise  their  blood  becomes  filled  with 
poisonous  matter,  which  will  sooner  or 
later  produce  disease  or  death.  Exercise 
is  oeedful  in  every  respect  Without  under 
taking  to  give  an  acoonnt  of  the  various 
ways  in  which  it  affects  the  system,  it  is 
enough  to  say  that  anyone’s  experience 
must  have  taught  him— if  be  has  been  will- 
to  think  of  the  subject — how  inti¬ 
mately  connected  it  is  with  hia  comfort 
aod  lnwlth.  The  Tims*  thus  cites  a  case 
in  point : 

A  gentleman  oalled  at  our  office  the  other 
erienoe  of  walking.  He

He  had.  ton,  not  known  a  twinge  of  dys¬ 
pepsia  for  a  week.  A  friend,  who  had  been
